COUNTY’S PLANS IN PLACE 
FOR SAME-SEX WEDDINGS 


COUPLE DELI6HTEDT0 BE ABLETOTIETHE KNOT ON HISTORIC DAY 


Preparations are being made 
for the first same sex mar¬ 
riages to take place in North¬ 
ampton in March. 

Following a change in the law, 
which comes into place at the 
end of this month, Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said 
it had received a surge in mar¬ 
riage enquiries from gay cou¬ 
ples. 

Deputy leader of the 
county council and cabinet 
member for customers and 
communities, councillor 
Heather Smith, said: “This is 
excellent news for same sex 
couples and we have already 
received scores of enquiries 
from gay couples seeking to 
tie the knot. 

“In November 2010, our 
registration service, along 
with several other UK regis¬ 
tration services, received a 
request to be married from 
Northampton-based same- 
sex couple, Scott Maloney and 
Matt Toresen. 


“They were supported by 
the Peter Tatchell Foundation 
and filmed by a BBC TV crew. 

“They attempted to give 
their Notices of Marriage 
and had to be refused on the 
grounds that marriage was, 
at that time, legally only rec¬ 
ognised as being between one 
man and one woman. 

“When the change in law 
was announced, our registra¬ 
tion service team called Scott, 
who was delighted. 

“The following day he 
booked his wedding to Matt, 
which will take place on the 
first day of the law change, 
March 29.” 

Northamptonshire Reg¬ 
istration Service is offering 
same sex couples who have 
booked a civil partnership 
before March 29 the chance to 
delay their ceremony so it can 
become a wedding instead. 

It has also contacted all 44 
of the same sex couples who 
have already made a booking 
and most who replied opted 


for a marriage ceremony in¬ 
stead. 

Human rights campaigner, 
Peter Tatchell, said “Matthew 
and Scott are pioneers of mar¬ 
riage equality. 

“In 2011, they were part of 
the Equal Love legal case in 
the European Court of Human 
Rights, which challenged the 
ban on same-sex marriage. 

“This challenge helped 
persuade the government to 
legalise marriage for same-sex 
couples. 

“I wish them well on their 
special, historic day.” 

InDecemberr, the Govern¬ 
ment announced the intro¬ 
duction of the Marriage (Same 
Sex Couples) Act which will 
come into place on March 29. 

Up to this point, same sex 
couples have only had their re¬ 
lationship recognised in law 
by forming a civil partnership.

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Town faces a year of 
real change in 2014 


After years of stagnation, the 
revival of Northampton town 
centre will continue apace 
in 2014, with a raft of major 
redevelopment projects 
finally due to see the light of 
day. 

Over the next 12 months, work 
will start on redeveloping the 
home of both the Saints and 
the Cobblers; the town’s new 
bus and railway stations will 
open; and demolition work 
will start on the Greyfriars 
bus station. 

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, 
Rectory Farm), said the 
new year represented a real 
turning point for the town. 

He said: “It seems there’s 
something happening on 
every corner and in every 
community. 

“There’s a real buzz about 
the town as we see that new 
buildings are constructed 
and opened, and the 
improvements Northampton 
needs are being delivered.” 

The first major change 
the town will see in 2014 will 
be the opening of the new 
bus station, on the site of the 
former Fishmarket in Sheep 
Street, in March. 

The opening ofthe newbus 
station will allow demolition 
work to begin on Greyfriars at 
the end of March, potentially 
clearing the site for a major 
new retail development. 

Councillor Mackintosh 
said: “We are now seeing 
plans coming together and 
how success creates success. 

“We’ve laid the groundwork 
and the completion of one 
project opens the door for 
another, which in turn creates 
opportunities for yet more. 

“We’re transforming our 
town, making it a welcoming 
and business-friendly place 
that employers want to invest

in and the Government is 
using it as a success story for 
the rest of the country.” 

Northampton’s new 
railway station, which is 
currently being built, will 
open in August, with the 
current, dilapidated building 
scheduled for demolition at 
the end ofthe year. 

Other maj or proj ects due to 
be carried out over the next 12 
months include the reopening 
of Abington Street to cars 
between St Giles Terrace 
and Wellington Street and a 
£3million project to update 
the Grosvenor Centre.

Old bus station to make way for new one 


■ Northampton’s new bus station, 
which is currently being built on 
the site ofthe town’s former Fish- 
market, has cost a total of 
£7million to build. 

■ The development has seen 
two neighbouring shops in Sheep 


Street restored. They will be 
incorporated into the new bus 
station. 

■ The bus station will be called 
North Gate, to reflect the ancient 
name ofthe area where the new 
building stands. 


■ The demolition ofthe 38-year- 
old Greyfriars building will begin 
shortly after the opening ofthe 
North Gate station. 

■ The demolition project will cost 
£4 million and take about 18 months 
to complete. 


Opposition parties have mixed views 


OPPOSITION politicians in 
Northampton have broadly 
welcomed the developments 
for the town in 2014, but have 
opposed the re-opening of 
Abington Street to traffic. 

Labour Councillor Danielle 
Stone (Lab, Castle) said her 
view on the regeneration 
programme was ‘mixed’. 

She said: “ I wholeheartedly 
support the demolition of 
Greyfriars, the building of the 
new bus interchange and the 
new train station. 


“However, there are other 
things where I have my doubts. 
While I welcome new student 
accommodation, I’m still not 
sure whether the St John’s site 
is the best place for it. And I’m 
totally opposed to the opening 
up of Abington Street, which 
is nothing more than a vanity 
project for the council.” 

The leader of the Liberal 
Democrats at the Guildhall, 
Councillor Sally Beardsworth 
(Lib Dem, Kingsthorpe) also 
opposes the re-opening of 


Abington Street to cars. 

She said: “I’m not sure 
that opening up Abington 
Street to traffic is the 
right thing to do, because I 
think pedestrianisation is 
important. 

“I’m also not sure the new 
bus station is going to be in the 
right place. A lot of people like 
to get off the bus and go right 
into the shopping centre as 
they do at the moment. 

“It may increase trade on 
the Market Square, but that’s 


the only benefit I can see,” she 
said. 

In February this year, 
plans for the £43 million 
Northamptonshire County 
Council headquarters, which 
will be built in Northampton 
town centre, will also be 
submitted to officials at 
Northampton Borough 
Council for approval. 

Ahead of their publication, 
the latest plans for the 
development have been on 
show at the Grosvenor Centre.

‘Despicable’ builder is 



Alan Fitzgerald targeted elderly or vulnerable people into paying for work 
he often did not complete 


A cowboy builder who fleeced 
elderly, infirm and vulnerable 
pensioners by promising to do 
work that he never completed 
has been jailed. 

Alan Fitzgerald, aged 47, was 
branded a “truly despicable” 
conman before he was jailed 
for six years for a string of 
cons, committed over a two- 
year period in Northamp¬ 
tonshire, Bedfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire. 

Fitzgerald, from Stanwick, 
near Wellingborough, conned 
his 39 victims out of a total of 
£300,000 either by promising 
to do building work that he 
never completed or by gross¬ 
ly overcharging them. 

On one occasion, a victim 
in Northampton paid £29,780 
for work that had an actual 
value of no more than £9,600. 

Fitzgerald falsely told one 
94-year-old victim she had 
asbestos in her guttering and 
tricked her into fearing she 
could be prosecuted for this. 
The trickster, described as 
“misleading, aggressive and 
dishonest”, conned her out of 
£6,000. 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard how Fitzgerald 
would drive his victims to cash 


points so they could withdraw 
money for him. Many of his 
victims had their life savings 
stolen, the court was told. 

He targeted elderly vic¬ 
tims, preyed on the infirm and 
intimidated pensioners by 
warning that their homes ur¬ 


gently required repair work. 

Once he had identified a 
vulnerable victim, he would 
continue to “tap the well”, the 
court heard, and would return 
time and time again to fleece 
them of more cash. 

The court heard how bra-

zen Fitzgerald even continued 
to rip-off customers after his 
first appearance in court last 
year. 

Fitzgerald committed the 
frauds while operating two 
companies: Fitz Multi Trade 
Builders between November 
2011 and January 2012, and 
then A J Builders, between 
October 2012 and October 
last year. 

He pleaded guilty to two 
counts of fraudulent trading, 
one charge in relation to each 
of his firms. 

Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s trading stand¬ 
ards team said it had received 
complaints about Fitzgerald 
dating back to 2005 and had 
issued him with a number of 
warnings. 

Officers said there were a 
further 46 complaints not in¬ 
cluded in the formal charges. 

Fitzgerald, who has no for¬ 
mal building qualifications 
and has never filed a tax re¬ 
turn for either company, was 
jailed last Tuesday. 

He was sentenced to a 
total of six years in prison and 
was disqualified for being a 
director of any company for 
10 years. 

Sentencing him, Judge

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Richard Bray said: “I have to 
sentence you for serious pre¬ 
meditated frauds. 

“I am satisfied that you 
targeted vulnerable victims, 
pressuring them into handing 
large sums of money to you, 
often in cash and often repre¬ 
senting substantial parts off 
their life savings. 

“Ten of the victims in the 
first indictment alone were 
over 70. Many of them were in¬ 
firm, some of them had carers, 

“One of them was a lady 
aged 94. You threatened her 
that she could be prosecuted 


if she didn’t have repair work 
carried out by you. 

“You obtained £6,000 in ad¬ 
vance from her for work you 
didn’t carry out properly, or 
at all. It is a truly despicable 
offence.” 

Judge Bray added: “You wil¬ 
fully ignored the warnings giv¬ 
en to you by trading standards.

Cricket club’s new 
stand bid submitted

Northamptonshire County Cricket Club has submitted plans for a new stand. 


Northamptonshire County 
Cricket Club has moved swift¬ 
ly to submit plans for a new 
stand, less than a month after 
securing a £1 million loan to 
pay for it. 

The county is planning to re¬ 
place the existing 1,200-seat 
temporary stand at Wantage 
Road with a permanent struc¬ 
ture for 900 fans, as well as 10 
disabled seating spaces. 

The loan was approved by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s ruling cabinet at its 
December meeting, and will 
be repaid over a period of no 
more than five years. 

Documents published on 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s website revealed the club 
has now appointed Walgrave- 
based civil engineers, JPP 
Consulting, to handle the ap¬ 
plication. 

The club said it applied for 
the loan because it had “no 
cash reserves” to pay for the 
work itself. 

The planning application 
stated: “The proposed grand¬ 
stand will be situated to the 


right-hand side of the indoor 
cricket school, as viewed from 
the cricket pitch. It will mir¬ 
ror, approximately, the exist¬ 
ing Steffans Stand. 

“By replicating this stand, 
the proposal will sympatheti¬ 
cally enhance the existing aes¬ 
thetics of the grounds. 

“The reduced seating 
height will also be more visibly 
pleasing to the neighbouring 
residences.” 

The club said the new stand 
would enable it to bid to stage 
matches in the 2017 ICC Wom¬ 
en’s World Cup, and increase 


its capacity at music concerts. 

It will also help with its 
plan to create a business 
model which is less reliant on 
matchday income. 

On the pitch, the club en¬ 
joyed a hugely successful 2013, 
becoming Twenty20 champi¬ 
ons and winning promotion 
to the County Championship 
Division One. 

There was also another 
successful live music show, 
with a performance by Mad¬ 
ness in September. 

A decision on the plans is 
expected by March 21.

A report has revealed that smoking-related illnesses cost the county 
£38 million ayear 


The N HS has failed to spend 
more than £110,000 of the 
money earmarked to help 
smokers quit, despite the fact 
the habit costs Northampton¬ 
shire £38 million a year. 

The figures were contained 
in a report written for North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
by consultants, PHAST, which 
also showed that about 1,000 
people a year in the county 
die from smoking-related 
illnesses. 

The report details how the 
Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care NHS Foundation Trust 
only spent £820,000 of its 
£931,000 Stop Smoking budg¬ 
et last year.

£820,000, an underspend on 


that year’s budget of 12 per 
cent. 

The report said increasing

Family disowns child 
rapist jailed for life 



Jailed child rapist, Jason Watts, has been disowned by his family 


The family of a child rapist 
have disowned him following 
his conviction, saying the 
incident had left them all in 
“deep shock”. 

Jason Watts was jailed for life 
last month for the abduction, 
assault and rape of a 10-year- 
oldgirlin Northampton on Au¬ 
gust 29 last year. 

Watts, aged 32, snatched 
the girl from a play area near 
her home, before taking her 
to a house in Semilong, punch¬ 
ing her in the face and then 
raping her. 

He has been told he will 
serve a minimum of seven 
years and two months behind 
bars, and will not be released 
until he is no longer consid¬ 
ered a danger to the public. 

Following the conviction, 
Watts’ sister, contacted the 
Chron to offer her “deepest 
apologies” to the girl and her 
family. 

The sister, who asked not 
to be named, said: “No amount 
of words can repair the pain 
the family must be going 


through. I am a mother and it 
does not bear thinking about 
what I would do if this had 
happened to one of them. 

“The sick, dirty person who 
committed this evil act is my 
estranged brother, and my 
family are in deepest shock at 
the evil act he has committed. 


“Our thoughts are with the 
family and we would like them 
to know we do not condone in 
any way what he has done, nor 
support him in anyway.” 

In sentencing Watts, Judge 
Michael Fowler told him he 
had demonstrated an “incon¬ 
ceivable level of evil”.

A pensioner who is battling 
terminal cancer has spoken 
of his devastation after 
cyber-thieves looted his bank 
account during the Christmas 
season. 

Anthony Adams, aged 75, 
from Hunsbury Hill, in North¬ 
ampton, revealed the thieves 
cleaned out his bank account, 
stealing £2,300 on Boxing Day 
and December 27. 

The pensioner, who told 
how he only discovered the 
theft when he logged on to 
his online banking account to 
check his pension had gone 
in, said the theft had left him 
stunned and distraught. 

He said he never shopped 
online and rarely used ATM 
machines, so was at a loss to 
explain how thieves were able 
to access his details. 

Mr Adams said: “It turned 
out it [the account] was 
blocked so I phoned the bank 
and they told me someone had 
taken out £1,700 on Boxing 
Day and £600 the following 


day. It’s left me with nothing.” 

Mr Adams has been diag¬ 
nosed with terminal cancer 
of the throat and requires fre¬ 
quent treatment. 

He said fraud squad detec¬ 


tives have told him his money 
was transferred to an account 
registered in Chelmsford, Es¬ 
sex. He added: “I live on a pen¬ 
sion and a disability payment 
and I am constantly at hospi¬ 


tal having treatment for my 
cancer. 

“I am very careful about 
where and how I use my card. 

“It is devastating, I don’t 
know how these people do it.” 


Take steps to 
combat the 
cyber thieves 


Online experts have stressed 
there is no need to be deterred by 
internet fraud, but warned people 
to take simple steps. 

Tony Neate, Chief Executive of 
Get Safe Online told the Chron: 
“Banking online is very convenient 
and there is no need to be put off it 
as there are some very easy things 
that you can do to make sure that 
you don’t get caught out by fraud¬ 
sters. The message we’re trying to 
tell is thatsmall changes in behav¬ 
iour can make a big difference.” 
Get Safe Online said people should 
not reveal banking log-ins or pass¬ 
word details to anybody else and 
should avoid writing log-in details 
on a piece of paper in case it gets 
into the wrong hands. 

The organisation recommends 
people stop receiving paper state¬ 
ments that can easily be inter¬ 
cepted and read by fraudsters and 
to immediately report any unusual 
transactions in statements.

‘True gentleman’ who 
helped shape town dies

A developer who played a large 
part in shaping the way North¬ 
ampton looks today has died 
aged 87. 

Sat Bachan Singh Sehmi came to 
England in 1952 where he studied 
to become a structural and civil 
engineer. 

He returned to Kenya in 1958 
and helped design a 14-storey 
building for the Public Works 
Department, which later became 
the President’s office. 

He was then recruited by 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil to work on the town’s ex¬ 
pansion and, as chief engineer, 
designed the sewage works at 
Little Billing, the town’s multi¬ 
storey car parks and worked on 
bridge designs in and around 
Northampton. 

Following his retirement in 
1979, he joined the family busi¬ 
ness, Rochmills, and built devel¬ 
opments including the former 
Suzuki garage in Burleigh Road 
and the Grafton Street garages. 

A Rochmills spokesman said: 
“Mr Sehmi was a true gentleman 
and was known widely through¬ 
out Northampton for his skill, 


business sense, personality and 
his ready smile.” 

Over the past decade, Mr Se¬ 
hmi had been involved in plans 
to redevelop the former St Ed¬ 
mund’s Hospital building in 
Wellingborough Road, which 
was owned by Rochmills. 

He oversaw the develop¬ 
ment of the Fusion Restaurant 
and Tesco Express on part of the 
site, but the main buildings of the 
former hospital remained der¬ 


elict when they were sold by Ro¬ 
chmills to a firm based in Cyprus 
in 2012. 

Other projects overseen by 
Mr Sehmi during his time with 
Rochmills included the expan¬ 
sion of the Honda garage in 
Moulton, the conversion of Burl¬ 
ington House in Wellingborough 
Road and the building of Burling¬ 
ton Hall Care Home in Woburn 
Sands. 

He died on December 23.

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Fall in number of closed pubs 


The number of closed pubs 
in the county has fallen to 
just over 30, continuing an 
improving trend in recent 
years, an annual survey has 
revealed. 

Northamptonshire Campaign 
for Real Ale (CAMRA) carries 
out an annual census of closed 
pubs, and said the current 
total was 32, including nine 
premises in Northampton 
and 11 in Daventry and South 
Northamptonshire. 

This has fallen from 40 
two years ago, a change which 
is being credited in part to the 
rise of microbreweries and 
pubs supporting them. 

The list of closed pubs 
has been collated by Karl 
Tecklenberg, social secretary 
of Northamptonshire CAMRA. 

He said: “We have had some 
close in the last year, but not 
as many as in previous years. 

“Going back two years, it 
was about 40, although some of 
those have been demolished.” 

Many pubs are thriving. 
The George in Tiffield puts its 
success down to supporting 
microbreweries. 

Landlord Russell Proctor 


said: “What we are doing is 
focusing on real ales, which is 
the sector that is growing the 
most. 

“Year-on-year we are 
increasing trade, which 
is excellent in the present 
climate. 

“Through supporting local 
breweries, we can get ales from 
all over the country, which is 
bringing our custom in. From 
my perspective, you have to 
keep reinventingyourself,just 
like Madonna in music.” 

Andy Taylor, director of 
Litchborough microbrewery, 
Merrimen Brewing, said: “It 
seems to be that pubs which 
are doing something different 
are doing okay. 

“I think it is turning around 
a little bit, and people like to 
know where their food and 
drink is coming from.” 

Recent success stories 
include the reopening of 
The Sun Inn, in Kislingbury, 
and The Fox and Hounds, in 
Charwelton, both of which 
have been bought by residents 
and set up as community 
pubs. 

Both had been earmarked 
for housing.
